EXTENSIVE SPY SYSTEM HAS BEEN 


DISCOVERED BY TREASURY OFFICIALS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM' 


Washington, Dec 22 ^-An exten- 


sive traffic in written communica- 
tions to Germany, Austria and the 
northern European neutrals, involv- 
ing use of invisible ink and code 
systems, has been discovered by cus- 
tom officials within the last few 
weeks, treasury 
officials 
disclosed 


today. 


The traffic, it was disclosed, wasi 


carried 'on largely by Swedish ships \ 
and marine men. 


Scores of persons now are under 


surveillance and a number of arrests* 
probably will be made soon. Evi- 
dence that the channels of communi- 
cations have been open ever since i 
the United States entered the war! 
has been uncovered, aiyl 
officials 


suspect that much of the information 
which the German government is 
known to have received concern- 
ing war preparations in America 
hav.e been transmitted under a well- 
organized scheme directed by sub- 
jects of neutral countries assisted by 
some Americans. 


Twenty per cent of the letters 


written in the United States or on 
shipboard, and heretofore sent to 
Europe by messenger, or by a mem- 
ber of the ship's crew, have been 
found to bear messages in invisible 
link, or to contain code or cryp <c 
phrases suspected of holding bidden 
meaning. 


Wheli the rules were established 


a strict system of fpspection of 


ships, their crews and cargoes was 
begun, and the dangerous nature of 
many communications found on ship- 
board were discovered. 


Incoming ships were permitted to 


dock, crews were mustered and their 
clothing and other personal effects 
examined carefully. Shore-leave was 
given only by special license, and 
every precaution taken to insure 
against secret passage of letters from 
the vessel to shore. 
This action, taken suddenly with- 


out notice to the crews, caused the 
discovery of many letters which 
heretofore had been successfully con- 
cealed. These were subjected to ex- 
amination by chemists and experts, 
and one in five was found suspicious. 


Most messages in invisible ink ap- 


parently were only personal com- 
munications from persons in the 
United States to friends or relatives 
in Germany and, although superfic- 
ially, they bore no evidence of car- 
rying valuable information to the 
enemy, they were held upon the 
ground that they might be dan- 
gerous. 


Government agents have gathered 


evidence that certain persons in this 
country, many of whom are Swedes 
or Norwegians, have conducted a 
money-making scheme of transmit- 
ting letters To the northern European 
neutral countries or to Germany at 
high prices. By this means, the Brit- 
ish censorship, in many cases, was 
evaded.

SAVED BY HOTELS 


AND RESTAURANTS

Columbus, Dec. 22.—Incomplete 


returns from Ohio hotels and restau- 
rants showing the- amount of food— 
meat, wheat and sugar—saved dur- 
ing the month of November as com- 
pared with the corresponding month 
last year, were announced today by 
Fred C. Croxton, federal food admin- 
istrator in Ohio. 


One hundred and forty-seven ho- 
tels reported a saving of 57,635 
pounds of meat, 14.580 pounds of 
sugar, and 16,065 pounds of wheat 
flour. 


•Three hundred and fifty-five res- 


taurants reported a savin? of 133,- 
035 pounds'of meat, 41,675 pounds 
of sugar, and 56,985 pounds of wheat 
flour. 


Combined savings of hotels and 
restaurants on meats through ob- 
servance of meatless Tuesday amount 
to almost 100 tons, and the aggre- 
gate saving of flour amounted to 
approximately 675 barrels. 


A large Cleveland hotel reported 


saving of 4903 pounds of beef, 2927 
pounds of mutton, 3563 pounds of 
pork products, and 947 pounds of 
other meats, including veal and 
lamb; 1726 pounds of sugar, and 
3036 pounds of wheat flour.

ing of 900 pounds of beef, 140 
pounds of mutton, 300 ponnds of 
pork products, 325 pounds of other 
meats, 250 pounds of sugar, and 
1000 pounds of wheat flour.

Moore was a dramatic reader and 
gave a number of private readings 
in this city during her residence, 
which covered a period of three 
years. 


Mrs. Moore was a daughter of the 
late Judge Enoch Edwin McKay and 
was born and reared at Bardstown, 
Ky. She was making elaborate plans 
for a family house /party for the 
Christmas holidays and Mrs. Sturges, 
who, with her son, McKay Sturges, 
had been in Fairmont, W. Va., for 
several months, had gone to Bards- 
town to assist in the preparations for 
the event and from there the two 
sisters had gone to Louisville for 
the day.

We 


rove cut north of Soissons eight 


miles or more to the high ground 
alons: which runs the Chemin des 
Dames. 
We intended to go on to 


some quarries clos_e to tlie present 
German lines, which were said to 
be quite well worth seeing, but as 
!he enemy was shelling the 
road 


about two kilometers 
ahead of us 


we could not do this. 
At the point 


where the road 
crossed what had 


been tho German first line trenches 
we lefc the automobile and walked 
ever the ground for a distance of 
400 or 500 yards back of the first 
line. 


"I wish you could have seen it! 


It was simply hash; not an inch of 
ground but what had been plowed 
up again and again by the French 
projectiles, nor was tTiere a square 
foot of level ground left. The whole 
field was simply 
shell 
hole after 


shell hole, some of them twelve or 
fourteen feet deep and correspondly 
large in diameter. 


"As for the 
German 
trenches, 


there was no trace of them to be 
found at first, but later on we came 
upon remains of them in one or two 
places. The dugouts 
were of very 


great depth and for 
that 
reason 


were less damaged, 
but 
I imagine 


many prisoners 
must 
have 
been 


trapped in them when the French 
came over, for 
there 
-was a good 


twenty-four feet of earth over the 
few I saw. 


The field simply was strewn with 


hand 
grenades, 
born 
French and 


German, shell fragments, many un- 
fired German shells and small arms 
ammunition. I tell you we 'watched 
our step' carefully, as the experience 
of stepping 
upon a hand 
grenade 


might be most unpleasant. 
Before 


throwing they are safe, but when 
thrown they are armed and must net 
be monkeyed with. 


At one point we found what was 


left of an airplane; 
it 
had 
been 


blown into fragments so effectually 
that most of it could not be found 
at all. In the mist that covered the 
earth u seemed this Gesert extended 
for miles and I have no doubt it 
really 
was of vast 
extent. Later 


when w-3 were with some of the bat- 
teries which caused this destruction 
and got the statistics on ammunition 
expenditure we realized the destruc- 
tion was in proportion to the means 
employed. 


Right near the road was a quarry 


in which the Germans had sheltered 
•A very large force. I don't know how 
many, but several 
thousand could 


easily be accommodated in the vari- 
ous galleries. 
It will make a fine 


place for the French. Although there 
was ten feet of limestone and twenty 
feet of earth for the roof it was in 
bad shape and pillars of masonry 
were being put in to support it. In 
one or two places 
heavy 
French 


shells had come right through, caved 
in the roof and buried a lot of the 
enemy. 
When we were there 
the 


French had not 
bothered 
to dig 


them out. 


"We left Soissons 
Sunday 
and 


drove to Rheims, stopping on the 
way to visit a couple of batteries. 
Having intended to lunch 
on 
the 


road to save time we had brought 
wiih us a lot of food. The officers of 
a railway battery 
which 
we en- 


countered about 11:30 insisted on 
our lunching with them. So we pre- 
sented them 
with 
waat we had

coins as Christmas gifts has been 
almost entirely eliminated this year 
by a campaign of educating the pub- 
lic to the need of conserving the 
gold supply in bank vaults, accord- 
ing to reports to John Burke, treas4 
urer of the United States. 
Banks 


have persistently declined to give out 
gold on demand explaining to cus- 
tomers that the tendency of persons 
to hoard gold-pieces given as Christ- 
mas presents for weeks or months j 
had a serious effect in depleting the j 
aggregate gold reserve.
